After the battle of the 4th, the Spanish
troops hurried back to Principe, scventeen
leagues from Cascarro. When the news of
the defeat reached Principe, there was a great
excitement among the people; and nothing |
but the large number of soldiers prevented a |
general rising and a massacre of the troops, — |
The garison is over 4000 strong, and notwith-
standing this large number, Gen. Lemery
did not dare to withdraw a single man to goout |
in pursuit of the Cubans, for fear of a rising, |
but awaited the arrivul of reinforeeinents
from Havana, whence he had sent for 2000
men. (The last news from Havana stated
that these troops had sailed for Prineipe, dis-
tant450 miles.) Thus, while Geneal Lemery
was confined at Principe, the Cubans, were
gathering numbers and strength,

At the last accounts from Principe, many of
the Cubans had left the place to join the
guerrillas.  From the town of Bayanm a
party of 200 men had gone up; from Villa-
Clara, 100; and numbets from Nuevitas and
all the towns in the vicinity of Principe,—
As fast as the news spread, the people sent
off parties to the mountains, so that the num-
ber of the insurgents will have become very
formidable before the Spanish troops can be
brought against them.
